He will find that the average butcher and baker and 
clothing and shoe dealer is in the same boat with himself and 
is pinched by the same mysterious conditions which he says are 
oppressing him and making his life unnecessarily hard. 


This, of course, is only a negative finding and, according- 


ly, unsatisfying. 
Wherever he looks, among small tradesmen, 


among farmers, among artisans and producers generally, the re- 
sults are approximately thi- same. 
There is a general feeling 


that something is wrong, either industrially or economically, 
and that the actual producers are not receiving rewards com-i 
mensurate with their efforts.
